The NPCA needs to pro¬ 
vide the permit, because 
the Fowler's Toad is con¬ 
sidered a species at risk 
and exists along the shore¬ 
line of Lake Erie, which is 
near where the condo 
building will be erected. 

He asked if the habitat 
will sit in the "roped off 
area" that the project's 
plans show. 

Richard Brady, the Town 
of Fort Erie's director of 
community planning and 
development told 
Lubberts that 
nothing has been 
altered and that 
the habitat will 
exist in the same 
location it has 
planned to be for 
a long time. 

"The area that 


has been identified as a 
toad habitat, is the same 
area identified in the site 
plan," said Brady. 

"There are no changes to 
the site plans required, 
with the information we 
have to date," he added. 

Lubberts also moved on 
to question whether or not 
local residents would have 
to pay for required mainte¬ 
nance to the toad habitat 
area, saying it was his 
understanding that local 
taxpayers would need to 
pitch in for it.

He was referring to a cost 
sharing agreement 
between the Town of Fort 
Erie and the Molinaro 
Group, which he feels 
could be more clear about 
who will have to pay for 
what and how much. 

"I don't think we should 
be expecting the taxpayer 
to pay for the toad habi¬ 
tat," said Lubberts.

Collective agreement 
reached 


The Town of Fort Erie and its 
unionized employees have a 
new, two-year collective agree¬ 
ment, which has averted a pos¬ 
sible work stoppage. 

In closed session, at 
Monday's council-in-commit- 
tee meeting, council ratified a 
tentative agreement with the 
Canadian Union of Public 
Employees (CUPE) and its 
Local 714. 

Under the deal, there will be 
a zero increase in wage rates for 
two years. 

Union employees receive a 
lump sum payment of $500 
this year and $750 in 2013. 

There are also minor adjust¬ 
ments to group medical bene¬ 
fits and improved contract lan¬ 
guage regarding staffing and 
hours of work 

"Credit is due to the local 


membership for accepting a 
fair and reasonable settlement 
that reflects current economic 
realities," said Ron Tripp, the 
Town of Fort Erie's interim 
chief administrative officer 

The last collective agreement 
between the Town and CUPE 
Local 714 expired at the end of 
2011 and both sides have been 
meeting since then. 

The union represents 
approximately 80 full-time and 
casual employees in both office 
and operation jobs.
